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ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1953. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1953. 

The  tables  on  the  following  pages  show  that  the  state  of  the 
health  of  the  population  remains  good  and  I  propose,  therefore, 
to  make  no  further  reference  to  them,  but  to  concentrate  on  out¬ 
standing  occurences. 

Case  of  Suspected  Smallpox. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  month  of  April  there  was  a  suspected 
case  of  smallpox  in  the  area.  The  case  is  reported  in  some  detail 
to  emphasise  the  fact  that  smallpox  is  not  a  disease  of  the  past, 
that  it  can  be  introduced  into  any  part  of  the  country  very  easily, 
and  to  indicate  the  measures  adopted  to  control  the  disease  when 
it  has  been  introduced  into  a  community. 

Smallpox  is  caused  by  the  action  in  the  human  body  of  a  virus, 
a  very  minute  living  organism.  The  disease  becomes  manifest 
12  to  14  days  after  the  virus  has  gained  access  to  the  body  and 
this  period  of  delay  in  the  appearance  of  signs  and  symptoms  is 
termed  the  incubation  period.  Although  smallpox  may  simulate 
other  diseases,  the  greatest  confusion  arises  between  smallpox 
and  chickenpox  as  was  the  case  in  this  instance. 

The  patient  concerned  was  a  soldier  who  left  the  Canal  Zone 
in  Egypt  on  the  14th  April  and  arrived  at  his  home  in  Warsop 
on  the  25th  April.  He  felt  out  of  sorts  on  that  date,  the  11th 
day,  but  attributed  it  to  fatigue  after  long  journey.  However, 
on  that  date,  the  25th  April,  he  visited  a  hairdresser’s  shop,  a 
public  house  in  Warsop  and  a  public  house  in  Mansfield.  On  the 
next  day  he  felt  feverish  and  a  rash  appeared  on  his  body,  the 
12th  day  after  leaving  Egypt.  He  was  examined  on  the  27th  by 
a  member  of  the  smallpox  consultant  panel  at  the  request  of  his 
own  doctor,  and  he  was  admitted  to  a  smallpox  hospital.  Despite 
negative  laboratory  findings  the  case  was  not  diagnosed  as  chicken- 
pox  until  the  8th  May. 
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Meanwhile,  the  staff  of  your  public  health  department  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  find  the  contacts  of  this  patient  who  were  in  the  hair¬ 
dresser’s  shop  and  public  house  and  notified  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  surrounding  districts  and  all 
the  general  practitioners  practising  in  the  district.  Without 
creating  any  alarm  136  contacts  were  visited  and  vaccinated, 
and  close  supervision  of  the  immediate  family  contacts  was  main¬ 
tained  until  the  final  diagnosis  was  known. 

The  preventive  measures  taken  in  vaccination  of  immediate 
family  contacts,  possible  contacts  in  the  hairdresser’s  shop  and 
public  house,  and  the  disinfection  of  the  clothing  and  house,  were 
considered  sufficient  and  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
who  were  kept  informed  of  the  situation.  At  the  same  time  all 
preparations  were  made  for  a  full  scale  operation  should  the  course 
of  events  have  determined  such  action. 

This  soldier  might  have  been  a  case  of  modified  smallpox  and 
because  of  his  state  of  vaccination  the  virus  would  have  been  a 
most  virulent  type.  The  case  history  reveals  how  easily  at  any 
time  smallpox  could  be  introduced  into  the  district,  and  as  the 
disease  could  be  communicated  to  other  persons  before  symptoms 
or  signs  appear,  the  necessity  for  maintaining  a  well  vaccinated 
community  is  readily  apparent.  All  mothers  who  attend  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  district  are  urged  to  have  their  children 
vaccinated  against  smallpox  at  the  age  of  three  months.  At  this 
age  the  general  effect  on  the  body  is  negligible  and  the  risks  of 
vaccination  are  much  less. 

I  would  here  commend  to  your  attention  the  most  valuable, 
voluntary  and  unstinted  aid  given  me  by  Mr.  Wombell,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mrs.  E.  M.  Short,  Health  Visitor,  Mrs.  B.  Cale,  Clerk, 
and  also  the  prompt  action  of  Dr.  N.  Wilson,  Deputy  Medical 
Offic  er  of  He;  1th,  who  instituted  proceedings  in  my  absence  for  the 
first  two  days  following  the  admission  of  the  patient  to  hospital. 
I  should  also  record  the  co-operative  attitude  of  the  local  press 
who  took  pains  to  report  the  case  accurately  and  thereby  helped 
to  allay  the  fear  of  the  public. 


Food  Poisoning. 

A  small  outbreak  of  gastro-enteritis  occurred  in  the  Warsop 
Junior  Boy’s  School,  Sherwood  Street,  Warsop,  in  October.  Ten 
pupils,  three  teachers  and  three  kitchen  staff  were  affected  on  the 
13th  October.  A  sample  of  the  meal  supplied  to  the  school  from 
the  Central  Kitchen,  Clumber  Street,  Warsop,  was  analysed  by 
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the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham,  and  was  reported 
bacteriologically  sterile.  Enquiry  at  other  schools  supplied  by 
the  Central  Kitchen  revealed  no  further  cases  of  gastro-enteritis, 
and  the  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  of  swabs  taken 
from  the  hands  of  the  school  kitchen  staff,  five  plates,  five  forks, 
five  knives,  five  spoons  and  five  beakers  were  most  satisfactory. 
All  the  affected  persons  recovered  rapidly  without  medical  treat¬ 
ment. 

A  similar  but  smaller  incident  occurred  at  the  same  school 
late  in  1952,  and  likewise  the  basic  cause  was  not  determined. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

A  case  of  anterior  poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  was 
reported  in  October.  The  first  symptoms  occurred  on  the  11th 
October  and  the  case  was  diagnosed  and  admitted  to  an  isolation 
hospital  on  the  21st  October.  The  onset  of  the  disease  was  very 
vague  and  the  symptoms  were  not  suggestive  of  the  disease. 

The  appearance  of  slight  weakness  of  the  muscles  in  one  leg 
was  immediately  recognised  by  the  general  practitioner.  There  is 
often  delay  in  the  recognition  of  the  first  case  in  an  area. 

“  The  Carrs.” 

“  The  Carrs  ”  comprise  of  a  large  field  to  the  north  of  the 
River  Meden  and  west  of  the  main  A60  road.  It  is,  to  all  essential 
purposes  marshland  of  little  agricultural  value.  The  long  term 
development  of  this  land  was  commenced  during  the  year  when 
refuse  was  tipped  on  land  to  fill  hollows  and  raise  the  ground 
level.  The  tipping  is  controlled  and  when  the  area  has  been 
levelled  with  refuse,  consolidated  and  covered  with  soil  there 
should  be  ground  available  for  the  layout  of  playing  fields.  It  is 
estimated,  that  15,000  to  20,000  tons  of  soil  will  be  needed  to  cover 
the  area  to  a  depth  of  six  inches.  The  suggestion  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Health  Committee  that  sludge  from  the  sewage  works  mixed 
with  sand  might  be  used  to  a  certain  extent  as  a  covering  material 
warrants  further  enquiry. 

Welfare  of  Old  People. 

The  decision,  taken  in  September,  1952,  to  set  up  in  Warsop, 
a  District  Committee  of  the  Nottinghamshire  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee  has  been  amply  justified.  The  Social  Club,  run  by  the 
members  of  the  Women’s  Institute,  has  an  average  weekly  attend¬ 
ance  of  between  140  and  150  old  people,  and  the  chiropodist  has 


given  about  170  treatments.  To  such  treatments  the  old  person 
pays  one  shilling,  if  it  can  be  afforded,  and  the  District  Committee 
pays  the  balance  of  one  shilling  and  sixpence.  There  is  also  a  Visiting 
Sub-Committee  which  visits  old  persons  who  are  bedfast.  The 
old  people  enjoy  the  social  activities  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend 
these  to  include  a  reading  room  where  they  may  gather  and  the 
opening  of  further  centres  in  the  district.  These  few  facts  reveal 
the  need  for  such  a  welfare  service  and  the  opportunity  is  taken  to 
thank  those  persons  and  organisations  who,  by  their  efforts  and 
generosity  have  made  this  project  the  success  it  is. 

In  concluding  my  report,  my  last  report  to  you,  I  wish  to 
record  my  warm  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which,  as  a  com¬ 
mittee  and  as  individuals,  you  have  supported  me  in  my  work  in 
the  district.  I  commend  to  you  the  excellent  work  of  the  officers 
and  staff  of  the  Town  Hall  with  whom  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
working  and  who  have  given  me  every  assistance  and  co-operation, 
and  I  wish  to  thank  Miss  Sadie  Naylor  for  her  invaluable  assistance 
in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting,  in  conjunction  with  that  of 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1953. 

It  is  on  similar  lines  to  that  of  last  year,  and  includes  most 
of  my  observations  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area, 
under  the  various  headings  in  the  main  body  of  the  report. 

The  improved  refuse  collection  service  established  last  year 
as  a  result  of  the  introduction  of  an  exchange  bin  scheme  for  Council 
and  Coal  Board  properties,  has  been  maintained  without  any 
additional  labour.  The  provision  of  this  service  involved  an 
expenditure  of  £3,732  (6.82%  of  rate  fund)  during  the  year,  and 
therefore  it  is  most  important  to  the  ratepayers,  from  an  economic 
as  well  as  a  health  point  of  view,  that  it  shall  be  run  efficiently. 
The  modern  type  of  garden  estate,  whilst  being  desirable,  has 
considerably  increased  the  distance  the  refuse  bins  have  to  be 
carried,  but  this  is  kept  at  a  minimum  by  the  use  of  the  exchange 
bin  scheme. 

The  sale  of  wastepaper  salvage  produced  some  gratifying 
results  and  made  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  General  Rate 
Fund  of  your  Council.  A  net  profit  of  £509  was  made  on  salvage 
sales.  With  an  increasing  demand  for  wastepaper  the  prospects 
for  this  side  of  the  Departments  activities  appear  brighter  than 
for  sometime  past. 

Housing  duties  have  again  taken  up  a  considerable  amount 
of  time  especially  repair  work  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new 
housing  legislation  will  have  the  desired  effect  of  ensuring  adequate 
repair,  maintenance  and  also  modernisation,  of  the  older  type  of 
house  which  so  often  lacks  comfort  and  elementary  amenities. 
The  erection  during  the  past  year  of  86  traditional  type  houses 
by  your  Council  was  a  worthwhile  contribution,  to  what  must  be 
regarded  as  the  most  important  of  present  day  needs.  It  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  since  the  war,  1,100  Coal  Board  houses  have  been 
provided  with  modern  type  firegrates  and  a  further  574  with 
domestic  hot  water  supplies. 
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In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  active  interest 
and  support  at  all  times  and  to  Dr.  Gordon  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  all  other  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
co-operation.

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  instituted  a  hearing  test  for 
school  children  and  this  test  has  proved  of  great  value  in  revealing 
defects  in  the  ear  which  had  not  been  evident  to  the  child  or  parents.

Water  Supplies. 

The  supply  continues  to  be  that  obtained  from  the  Meden 
Valley  Waterworks  and  is  constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent 
quality. 

The  supply  is  taken  from  three  boreholes  sunk  into  the  bunter 
sandstone  beds  at  the  Budby  Pumping  Station.  Nos.  1  and  2 
Bores  are  used  only  as  auxiliary  supplies,  the  main  source  being 
from  No.  3  Bore,  which  is  250  feet  in  depth  and  the  present  rate  of 
pumping  is  2,600,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  installation  of  the  new  switch  gear  and  regulators  was 
carried  out  during  the  year  and  as  a  result  of  being  able  to  run 
the  pumps  at  variable  speeds,  it  is  hoped  that  the  extraction  of 
sand  from  the  boreholes  will  be  considerably  reduced. 

A  further  increase  in  the  total  hardness  of  the  water  is  shown 
from  the  results  of  the  chemical  analyses  and  averaged  253  parts 
per  million  during  the  year,  compared  with  228  p.p.m.  in  1951 
and  241  p.p.m.  in  1952.  The  extent  of  this  increase  is  more  apparent 
when  the  figures  are  compared  with  those  of  1943,  when  the  total 
hardness  was  172  p.p.m.  It  is  possible  that  this  hardening  of  the 
water  is  due  to  the  ever  increasing  demand,  which  is  resulting  in 
the  water  being  drawn  from  further  away  and  in  travelling  the 
extra  distance  more  salts  are  being  taken  up. 
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The  new  apparatus  will  enable  the  pumping  to  be  made 
from  any  one  borehole,  or  combination  of  boreholes.  By  pumping 
from  more  than  one  borehole  at  the  same  time  the  rate  of  pumping 
from  each  can  be  reduced  and  experiments  along  these  lines  which 
are  to  be  carried  out,  may  reveal  some  interesting  data,  showing 
that  the  degree  of  hardness  is  in  ratio  to  the  rate  of  pumping. 

Sterilisation  is  achieved  by  chloramination. 

Ten  chemical  and  twenty-six  bacteriological  samples  were 
taken  from  the  Budby  Station  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.

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It  was  necessary  to  use  the  emergency  water  supply  from  the 
Braclmer  Hill  Waterworks  on  one  occasion  when  a  burst  occurred 
in  the  pumping  main  from  the  Budby  station.  Samples  of  this  water 
which  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  showed  it  to  be  of 
good  bacteriological  quality.  However,  if  it  is  intended  to  continue 
to  use  this  source  as  an  emergency  supply  I  would  recommend 
that  serious  consideration  be  given  to  the  provision  of  suitable 
apparatus  for  the  chlorination  of  this  water. 

An  increased  number  of  samples  were  taken  from  private

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


The  installation  of  the  new  pumping  machinery  in  July  com¬ 
pleted  the  considerable  extensions  which  have  been  made  to  the 
existing  sewage  works,  and  these  were  brought  into  operation 
immediately. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  construct  a  dwarf  wall  at  the  end 
of  each  of  the  new  sludge  drying  beds  so  as  to  enable  them  to  be 
filled  to  maximum  capacity,  without  overflowing. 

The  stormwater  overflow  is  also  not  working  satisfactorily 
and  is  resulting  in  the  treatment  of  an  excessive  volume  of  sewage. 

When  these  and  other  initial  teething  troubles  have  been 
rectified  it  should  be  possible  to  ensure  adequate  sewage  treatment 
at  minimum  cost  for  an  estimated  period  of  40  years. 

A  half  cubic  }^ard  Aveling  Barford  Dumper  was  purchased  in 
October  in  order  to  facilitate  the  removal  of  the  sludge  from  the 
drying  beds. 

The  12"  sewer  in  Eastlands  Lane  is  giving  some  cause  for 
concern,  owing  to  a  backfall  resulting  from  subsidence.

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  continued  to  be  carried  out 
by  direct  labour  using  the  relay  system  of  refuse  collection.  Three 
vehicles  of  the  low  loading  type  were  used  on  this  work,  one  of 
which  was  kept  as  a  spare  vehicle  in  case  of  breakdown.  The 
10  cu.  yd.  Karrier  C.K.3  vehicle  (6  man  cab),  put  into  commission 
during  last  year,  facilitated  transporting  the  workmen,  especially 
in  the  more  scattered  parts  of  the  district.  No  serious  difficulties 
were  experienced  in  maintaining  a  regular  collection  of  household 
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refuse,  but  loss  of  man  hours  caused  by  sickness  can  quickly  disrupt 
a  small  department,  especially  as  suitable  replacement  labour  is 
practically  unobtainable  in  this  district. 

Continued  use  has  been  made  of  the  exchange  bin  system  in 
respect  of  Council  and  National  Coal  Board  properties  and  the 
few  objections  received,  soon  ceased  when  householders  realised 
they  were  getting  a  more  frequent  and  regular  collection  of  their 
refuse.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  with  this  system  most  people 
take  greater  care  not  to  deposit  foul  and  wet  refuse  in  their  bins, 
knowing  that  this  will  without  doubt  produce  scathing  comments 
from  the  neighbour  to  whom  such  a  bin  is  taken. 

Disposal  of  the  refuse  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  was 
carried  out  wholly  at  the  Carrs,  Church  Street.  No  nuisance  was 
caused  in  spite  of  the  marshy  nature  of  the  ground,  but  the  problem 
of  finding  and  transporting  adequate  covering  material  is  one 
which  is  likely  to  become  more  acute. 

As  in  previous  years  the  collection  of  wastepaper  salvage 
was  carried  out  by  the  refuse  removal  lorries  with  trailers  attached. 
The  increase  in  the  levy  on  trailers  under  the  Transport  Act,  1953, 
together  with  the  considerable  cost  likely  to  be  incurred  in  replacing 
the  now  dilapidated  trailers,  resolved  the  Council  to  experiment 
in  the  ensuing  year  with  some  alternative  means  of  carrying  salvage 
on  the  refuse  vehicles. 

It  was  also  decided  to  transfer  the  salvage  baling  operations 
from  the  Gravel  Lane  Tip  to  the  Carrs  so  as  to  avoid  unnecessary 
transportation. 

Tonnage  collected  during  the  year  shows  an  improvement  on 
last  year's  figures,  and  I  am  hopeful  that  if  the  market  remains 
stable  this  total  will  be  surpassed.

Petroleum  Acts. 

Seventeen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  10,400  gallons  of  petrol.  Nine  of  the  licensed  premises 
had  hand-pumps  fitted  to  storage  tanks,  seven  had  electric  pumps 
and  one  stored  in  metal  barrels.  All  premises  were  visited  during 
the  year  and  no  contraventions  of  note  were  found. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  orovides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 

j 

residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  properties 
is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved  com¬ 
pletely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  anti -coagulant  rodenticides 
represent  a  considerable  step  forward  in  poisoning  technique. 

The  Carrs  tip  has  required  frequent  attention  and  is  likely 
to  do  so  while  tipping  continues. 
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All  the  sewers  in  the  distri  t  were  tested  and  received  two 
maintenance  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  173  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  within 
the  district.  These  in  the  main  continued  to  be  satisfactory  and 
seven  premises  which  were  found  to  have  defects  or  unsatisfactory 
conditions,  mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  were  remedied  by  informal 
action. 

No  contraventions  of  the  byelaws  as  to  handling,  wrapping 
and  delivery  of  food  and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air,  were  four.d 
during  routine  inspection  of  shops,  vehicles  and  places  where  food 
is  prepared. 

Swabs  were  taken  from  cutlery  and  crockery  at  a  Colliery 
Canteen  and  one  school  kitchen  and  these  showed  a  good  standard 
of  cleanliness,  having  less  than  100  colonies  per  article.  It  is 
hoped  to  extend  activities  in  this  held  during  the  ensuing  year  in 
furtherance  of  the  clean  food  campaign.

Three  samples  were  examined  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  by  animal 
inoculation  and  all  were  found  to  be  negative. 

It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  65  samples  of  milk  submitted  for 
examination  only  one  sample  failed  to  pass  the  prescribed  tests. 
In  the  case  of  the  unsatisfactory  sample,  steps  were  taken  with  the 
dairy  concerned  to  prevent  a  recurrence,  and  subsequent  samples 
rom  the  same  source  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Results  of  all  laboratory  tests  of  samples,  whether  favourable 
or  adverse,  were  communicated  to  the  persons  from  whom  the 
samples  were  obtained. 

Since  November,  1952,  only  special  designated  milks  may  be 
sold  in  this  district. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Section  14. 

There  are  21  premises  registered  in  regard  to  ice  cream,  20  of 
these  are  for  storage  and  sale  only  and  the  remaining  1  for  manu¬ 
facture,  storage  and  sale.  This  manufacturer  uses  the  heat  treat¬ 
ment  process  and  the  Ice  cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations 
were  complied  with. 

In  all  cases  where  ice-cream  is  sold  from  shops  it  is  sold  wrapped 
as  received  from  the  manufacturers.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggest  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  I,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Inspection  of  the  manufacturers  premises  showed  that  the 
Grade  III  and  IV  samples  were  due  to  faulty  refrigeration  plant 
and  follow  up  samples  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Twenty-six  water-ice  samples  were  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  and  four  of  these  were  considered  to  be  un¬ 
satisfactory.  Two  of  these  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from 
manufacturers  premises  within  the  district  and  were  probably 
caused  by  inefficient  sterilisation  of  equipment.  It  is  regrettable 
that  there  is  no  statutory  bacteriological  standard  for  this  popular 
iced  product. 

Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  four  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing  prepared 
meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  14,  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938.  Frequent  inspections  of  these  premises  showed 
a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  maintained.
